The  purpose  of  the  Commercial  Club  is  to  broaden  the  student's  knowledge  of  the  business 
world  through  channels  open  to  an  organized  body  rather  than  to  the  individual.  The  activities  of 
the  Commercial  Club  are  part  of  the  program  of  regular  commercial  subjects.  Short  plays  illustrat- 
ing interesting  and  important  points  in  business,  contests,  projects,  and  class  parties  have  helped  to 
make  the  work  more  interesting.  Commercial  booklets,  advertising  exhibits,  periodicals,  club 
talent  and  local  interests  have  all  been  turned  to  good  club  use. 

Industrial  Arts  are  valuable  for  all  pupils,  since  they  help  the  pupil  find  himself  through 
personal  experience  in  his  own  work.  The  processes  are  so  varied  that  something  may  be  found  to 
fit  practically  any  situation.  The  timid  find  encouragement  in  the  completion  of  a  useful  product; 
the  visionary  and  careless  find  a  check  on  their  methods;  the  clever  find  a  challenge  to  their  in- 
genuity. 

The  Spanish  Club  helps  the  pupils  to  learn  more  about  the  Spanish  speaking  countries.  This 
is  achieved  by  book  reviews,  talks  by  people  who  have  traveled  through  the  foreign  countries,  and 
the  use  of  Spanish  phonograph  records.  Probably  one  of  the  most  interesting  programs  was  a 
talk  given  by  Antonio  S.  Parez  from  Cuba. 

The  aim  of  the  Public  Speaking  Club  each  year  is  not  only  to  teach  each  member  to  speak 
before  an  audience,  but  to  enable  him  to  carry  on  an  interesting  conversation  with  an  individual  and 
adequately  express  his  ideas  and  opinions. 

First,  talks  are  given  before  the  members  of  the  class.  The  members  gain  invaluable  ex- 
perience by  giving  programs  at  rural  schools  and  churches.  The  students  also  get  training  in 
parliamentary  procedure  through  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  which  they  organized  during 
the  course  of  the  year. 

The  Latin  Club  was  organized  this  year  by  the  Latin  II  Class  with  Miss  Katheryne  Baugh  as 
sponsor.  The  purpose  is  to  help  the  members  learn  more  about  the  lives  of  the  Ancient  Romans. 
The  club  meets  every  two  weeks  and  the  programs  have  featured  talks  on  such  subjects  as  homes, 
clothes,  and  education  of  the  Romans,  and  a  variety  of  talks  about  Caesar.  Latin  games  at  these 
meetings  give  vocabulary  practice  and  greater  accuracy  in  reading  to  the  members. 

The  purpose  of  the  Drama  Club  is  two-fold;  to  provide  the  student  body  with  entertain- 
ment and  to  give  the  members  of  the  club  actual  stage  experience.  This  year  the  club  has  pre- 
sented four  one  act  plays — one  play,  "Poor  Old  Jim,"  was  presented  the  second  time  by  request — 
another,  "The  Girl  From  Hollywood,"  was  written  by  a  member  of  the  club.  The  officers  of  the 
club  are:  Sponsor,  Mrs.  Grace  Allen  Boehner;  President,  Mary  Lynn  Van  Natta;  Sec'y-Treasurer, 
Jean  Boehner.

The  organization  affords  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  teach  vocation  studentssome  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  group  lead- 
ership. Boys  are  taught  how  to  conduct  their  own  meetings  and  how  to  do  things  in  an  organized 
way.  Activities,  such  as  livestock  judging  contests,  public  speaking,  music,  chapter  contests,  conser- 
vation and  community  service  projects  all  serve  to  equip  the  modern  farm  youth  to  be  a  better  citizen. 
Through  the  organization  the  farm  youth  is  taught  to  develop  competent,  rural,  and  agriculture  lead-

al programs  the  farm  youth  would  otherwise  miss,  to  advance  the  cause  of  vocational  agriculture  in 
our  high  schools  of  today.
